What follows I 
could scarcely credit myself, if I did not 
bear on my hand a tangible proof of it in 
mn woll defined sear; aad, ovon now, Lf 
could not bear to writo of that night's 
experience, had not my children’s laugh- 
ter and loving husband's care long since 
banished all unnatural gloom from my 
life. 

While I had been sitting alone on the 
lake shore, toward the evening, I had 
heard a distant shot; it scarcoly roused 
me.

A STRANGE STORY. 

I have a strange, almost inoredible,story 
to tell ofan experience of my own ono 
fearful night in the woods. Imagination 
had nothing to do with it, fort ama 
backwoodsman’s daughter, accustomed 
to the wild sounds ot the forest, the lone~ 
liness, and all that is terrifying to a 
novice. 

My fathor was a good man, serying God 
after his own simple fashion, seeing Him 
and loving Him in His works. I have 
heard him hold forth on the proyident 
ways of the beuver; “Why! the little 
critter'd starve in the cold season if it 
hadn't used its little flat tail for buildin’ 
its house, and then filled it with food in 
time !" I have heard him tell of the cari- 
bou : “Look at that, too,” he wonld say, 
“and at the moose. Now, the caribou has 


to travel often a matter of twenty miles 


for his dinner, for he’s a dainty ‘un, and 
only eats the long grey moss that hangs 
from the trees—so God gaye him snow. 
shoes, good as an injun could make 'em,to 
akim over the) ice-crust—while the big, 
heavy moose there, sinks rightin. His 
dinner is close to hand. He could liyo for 
months onan acro lot!" He would speak 
of the loon, and its adaptation every way 
to its watery home—always ending such 
talk with : “All God’s works are ’pon hon- 
our ; thero’s no halfway with Him! 

I was tho only one left of ten children, 
My tather, when monring over and miss- 
ing the others, would never complain, but 
only say, ‘They're better off, Why, if we 
can’t trust the little children, that don't 
know what wrong-doing is, and don't 
know the meaning of sin, then there ain't 
any chance for the men!" And so ho lived 
his quiet life—his hehrt beating close to 
nature's heart, and his son! unconsciously 
seeking gnd finding nature’s God. 

My mother must have been beautiful in 
her youth. Sho was a lorette Canadienne 
and her bright I'rench spjrita carried her 
gaily over many a hard trial in her life of 
frequent deprivations. One groat, over- 
shadowing sorrow of hcr life was the nnacs 
countable iseppearance: of her little year- 
old daughter, her only beautiful child—the 
one in her own image, whom from the 
first sho loved with a peculiar tondernass, 

The child had been left alone in her 
little birch-bark erib for'a short half hour, 
while mother was busy at tho spring, a 
taile from liome,in the midst of the woods. 
I, a little six year-old, was off in the canoe 
with my fathoy, a3 a treat for having beon 
especially good the day before, Bather 
and I had a splendid time —wo alyyays did 
whon we wero away together—and, our 
canoe full of trout, we were coming gaily 
home, toward eyening, when a cold chill 
fell on our happinoss, and my phild’s 
hoart felt a strange thrillas TI read a cor- 
tain anxioty in my father's face, whose 
every change | knew, His quick ear had 
caught the sound of mother's voice, and 
after a whilo I, too, could hear a helpless 
moan, 4 dreadful heart-broken sound. We 
found mother kneeling on tho fluor, hor 
head leaning on the ompty oribsand moan- 
ifg a4 ono that could not bo comforted. 
The baby wap gone, How, or whore, we 
could not toll—wo nover know, Wooka 
wore spent in soarching for her, and at 
length, to gaye mothor's roason, fathor 
forood hor to loave the pretty log-oabin in 
tho woods by the lako, whore this last sor- 
row had come upon her, and we went to 
Montreal. 

There we lived quiotly for yours during 
the winter time. ‘ho nuns of the great 
convent of tho (rey Sisters took chargo of 

my education. Mother and I had peat 
little rooms in the Frenoh quarter, whilo 
lathex went off mooso-hunting for weary 
mouths ; but tho summor-timos wo s' ways 
apeut with him. Ho would chooso lovely. 
spots fo1 our summer eoncampments, but 
noyér on tho site of the log-cabin desertad 
alter the baby's loas, until the summor of 
my Dinpteeth yoar, Then _ grant dosiyo 
took | ossession of my mothor to ga once 
more to tho old home$ Sho had boon vory 
delicate that winter, and my great, rough 
fa.uur doniod her nothing. 1 shuddor 
when I think of that beantiful, diroful 
placo now—it seorms ns though our evil fa'o 
noverod about it. All the anguish I ever 
know sentros thoro | 

We passed ono poncoful month togothor, 
disturbed only by distant rumours of the 
diphtheria, a scourge which soomed to bo 
striding along from village to village, firat 
on tho river, thon noarer us on. tho groat 
lake ; but we nover thought of its touching 
us, until ong miserable night, whon father 
came homo, langaid and feverish, from 
one of his numorous expeditions, aud we 
road in his faco that tho ghastly tingor of 
tho scourge had set ite wark upon him, | 

After tho second day of anxiety about 
{ather, all strength soomod to dosert my 
dolice ittlo mother. L’rom the firat slo 
had despaired about him, and and now I 
aw that if father's life were takon, I 
should havo to part with them botli, 

Hor life would dia with his, for sorrow 
forgos stronger bonds oven than joy, and | 
they liad suffered so much together, his 


mo, and had beon eyer near mo! I was to 
go on my rugged path alone! Hoart-sick 
and overcome I stopped at the door, and, 
leaning my head against it, sobbed in “un- 
trellable despair. Tired out at length, I 
had grown quiet, and was just about to 
lil the latch, when a faint moan, as of an 
animal in pain, and closo to mo, startled 
me; then a doathlike silence reigned. ~ 

I knew, I had not been mistaken. I 
felt that I must forget myself and help tho 

oor creature in distress ‘‘It is very good 
for strength to know that some one necds 
you to be strong.” No longer hesitating 
I hurried into the little cabin, strack a 
light, and went inthe direction whencd 
the moan had reached my ears, I thought 
ofthe shotI had hoard. It was quite 
possible a poor wounded deer was lying in 
the bushes. Yes! Icould now see its 
skin—nomistakably a fawn—spotted dun 
colour, Itlay quite still—perhaps that 
moan had been its dying gasp!—and I 
came quite close to it, leaned over, and, 
paralyzed with horror, saw my mother's 
face, only young and very beautiful, as sho 
must have leoked when a girl. Deathly 
pale, dead, possibly, she lay—matted hair 
all about her face, and clothed in doeskins. 
Just then she abrred ; lt was not death. 
All wonder ceased within mo, every feel- 
ing fled before the thought that this being 
whatever, whoever sho was, might be say- 
ed to live. 

I dragged hor the few steps into the 
hougo, !aid her on my hemlock-boughs,un- 
touched by me since tho sickness visited us 
Then I found a wound in the poor ereature 
side and bound it up, bathed her head,and 
in the quiet, nowagain I felt startled at 
seeing my mothers’ image, young and fair, 
before me, and, when at length her great 
eyes opened, I folt it must be that sister 
lost to ne till now, and sont back in this 
fad hour totake'my mothor's place, I 
loaned forward, in an access of tenderness, 
to welcome her, when a look of fright, an 
animal-like, wild terror took possession of 
her face, and a low eort of snarl broke from 
hor human lips. 

The start she gave caused a fresh flow of 
blood; dimness passed over hor eyes, 
Again I staunched the wound, and prepar-

uusied in these ways for farther speculation,’ 
only with a strange weight at my heart 
and weariness of body, suddenly I felt the 
gleam of ovesjwatching me.

Gently as I 
could I approached hier side, She trembl+ 
ed and tried to hide her head when I offer- 
ed her my carefully prepared food, I 
moved away and studjously ayoided any 
appearance of watohing her.

L could seo her eyeing eagerly, with a 
wrotahod famighed look, a raw yenlson 
atoak that had hon forgottey, aud lay on 
the tablo cloge beside hor, Stonlthily, like 
beast of prey, hor feoblo hand stole to- 
ward it, and in a monjont sho had torn it 
in pleces and devoured it} 

Horror filled my hoart. Could this 
creature bo human? I sat atill in the 
corner, whore, myself unsoon, I. ceuld 
watch and rostrain hor if nooossary, and 
soon—weaknoss overcoming hor—after this 
Inst offort she lay tossing in an uneasy 
sleap. 

Oh! I wae weary and vory lonoly! 
Tho droadful night was almost at an end. 
I went to her sido, throw myself on the 
bed heuide her, and put my arms ground 
her nook, Again her wandorful eyes 
oponed fullin my face. TI fixed thom with 
my own. Lcartossed her, callod ber: by 
the endearing nampos of old. IL besought 
her to be gentle and to love me, J told 
her sho was my own, tho only croature loft 
for mo to love and oare for, Ono short 
socond it soomed as if a sonl looked out of 
hor glorious, degr-liko yes, then, with a 
grqan aa if sho gavo the atrugglo over, and 
with that low, foarful growl again, the 
fastonod her white tooth in my hand.

A Disorderly Scono—No Credit to Canada. 


Awnarouts, N. 8., Feb. 8.—Through tho 
night little knots of porsons collected at 
street corners seeming rather to bo ox: 
pectant witnesses of disorder than to have 
disordorly intentions themselves. One or 
two attompts were made on the fenco sur- 
rounding tho jail (in which tho oxecution 
was to take place) during the night but tho 
constables easily drove the attackers off.

around to make it. The placo puts mo 
very much in mind of Bellovillo in many 
respects. It is quite a railroad place, it 
being a terminal station of the Southern 
Pacific R.Re, and las engino houses, Xo. 
very much the same as the Belleville Sta- 
tion has, It is built partly on tho side of 
a large bill, and many of the nicest private 
houses are on this hill, The Los Angeles 
River runs along below the town at tho 
foot of this hill. Thore is a largS range of 
mountains called the Sierra Madre Moun~ 
tains off to the south and oast of the city, 
but there are no mountains betweon this 
and the coast. ‘There aro somo lovely 
orange gardens in and around tho city, 
which are now loaded with fruit. Thero 
ig one place called the Washington 
gardons which is made a sort of park that 
contains, the proprietor told mo, about 
1,600 orango.troos. ‘Thoeo treas Pango 
from 9 to 20 years old.and havo from 2000 
to 8000 oranges on a tree on an ayerage 
according to the sizo and Age of tho tree. 
The older tho treo tho moro orange and 
1 am told thoy will cotinué to pri 90 for 
100 years it nothing happons them. Mr. 
Rose at San Gabriel has the largest, orange 
orchard and yinoyards in tho State. He 
used last summer for tlireo months every 
day from 20 to 80 tons of grapes in the 
manufacture of wines and brandies. He 
I 
could tell youlots of things that, would 
seom liko fearful lieyin our country, but 
aro'small ones here. Thoro are not many 
flowers in bloom now oxcept roges and 
some geraniums, It looksatrango to walk 
along the strects-or through orange groves 
in January, and seo lovely roses in bloom 
and geranigms covered with flowers, I 
havo thought often mother of your flowers 
at home that I. let'freexe this fall, 
and thought what a lot of scolding I would 
have missed if it had only been in this 
climate instead of ours at home. There is 
one house here in Tos Angeles that has a 
eranium hedge all around the front yard. 
‘ho sides between the neighbors yards are 
higher than my head as I stood along side 
of it, and the front comes up to about my 
shoulder. These bushes (I call them) are 
trimmed off square on top, just the same 
as a spruce hedge is at home, and look just 
like them. Imagine how pretty it must 
be when full of blossoms, There aro quan- 
tities of this geranium hedge all through 
the city. One ambition of my life has 
been accomplished at last, and that is pick- 
ing oranges offa tree and eating them. 
They do not fully ripen until April or 
May, although they are picking and ship- 
ping them now tothe markets, as they 
haye to be picked when partly green to 
ship well. Oranges are profitable it a per- 
son can afford to wait for 5 or 7 years for 
trees to bear, and then has good luck. The 
trees are liable to fail just as mach as any 
other fruit, from various causes,such as 
drought, &c., but bear every year regular. 
It 1s like many other kinds of business, 
lots of chances to fail, but still many do 
well out of them. The great drawback to 
this countay is lack of rains and water, 
Nearly everything has to be done by ir- 
nigation, either through artesian wells or 
mountain stream irrigation which is liable 
to dry upin the summer. A great sight 
is the numbers of wind mills used for 
pumping water. All the orangé trees are 
surrounded by pools, and these are filled 
with water every few days during the dry 
season. The rainy season is about from 
November to April, and this is when all 
the plowing and sowing is done early in 
thesesson. It does not rain as often in 
this time as you would suppose. It is 
raining to-day pretty hard which 1s the 
first it has rained since Deo, 24th, and it 
may not rain again for sometime. They 
had a great nine days rain before the 24th. 
This is the firstrain I have seen cince 
leaving Belleville except a littlerain squall 
on the Carribbean sea a day or 50 before 
arriving in Aspinwall. Had lots of fog on 
this coast coming up, but no rain at all. I 
would have had little use for an umbrella.

The financial 
secretary and other members of the con- 
gregation have also had corrospondenco in 
this connection, Tho publishing of this 
will be a personal benefit in the saving ot 
labour to the writer. In thesecond place, 
while making no claim for any special 
originality or merit, a system of finance 
which, after a two years’ trial, is declared 
an undoubted success in one congregation, 
may proye helpful to otber congrogations. 
1n these days, when so much bas to be 
done by purely voluntary effort, o study 
and comparison of the different ways in 
which the moneys for ordinary revenue 
and for benevolent objects are raised, will 
be for the good of the Church. ‘ 
WHY WAS THE CHANGE MADE? 

By our former method the ordinary 
rovonue was provided for by seat rents and 
ordinary Sabbath collections, while the 
benevolence of the church was secpred by 
the collectors of the missionary society and 
by special Sabbath collections. ‘he en- 
orgy and zeal of this society and its col- 
lectors was seen in tho fair measure of 
success which attended its operations, but 
this result was attained by continuous vigi-

Jance and hard work on the part of the 
committee of the missionary society and 
the collectors. 

Even in good times, the arrearage on 
soat rents was a serions item,and in bad 
times, as a matter of course, the diftioulty 
increased. 

In addition to this practical difficulty, 
there was a growing conviction on the part 
of many that there were grave objections 
to the seat-ront system on other and 
higher grounds. The missionary society 
provided a means by which men could give 
tor the ce ofthe Gospel as God had 
pour them, but the seat rent was a 

x which fell too evenly on rich and poor, 
and men did not contribute to ordinary 
reyenue in proportion to their means, ‘To 
this it may be replied that some seats aro 
ata much higher rent than others. True, 
but, instead of diminishing, this increases 
the difficulty. It does not distribute tho 
support of the ordinances in proportion to 
ability to any sufficient dogroe, while it 
draws lines of social distinction on the 
basis of expenditure, which ought never to 
be visible in the house of God. The com- 
plaint both in Bngland and America is, 
that the Church is losing tho masses, 
May not our rich men's pews and our 
poor men’s pows have something to do 
with it. Somechurches have a numbor 
of free seats. This may be well enough 
for the passing visitor, but it needs a good 
deal of grace to sit regularly in tho free 
seat. Tho “meeting together” is not per- 
fect so long as the $100, $80, 860, ete,, 
sections of tho house prevail. Money is 
entitled to all thatitcan purchase in the 
shape Pullman cars on a journey, or of the 
dress ciclo at our opera, but there should 
not be n drées circlo round the commun- 
ion table. 

It may bo eaid that the offertory gives 
plo opportunity for men to give ac- 
diog to their moans, but as a matter of 
know that on ordinary Occasions a 
grout many mon of ample moans are not 
in the habit of giving much to the plate 
collections, 

It was found after careful inquiry that 
nnder the old system many contributors 
lind ,ory exaggerated notions as to tho 
total of thoir giving por your. This 
cu. easily be tested. Lot any minister 
ask ton men to state how much the Oburch 
and its missions cost thom por year. I 
yonture to affirm that seven ofthe ton will, 
on the spurof tho moment, overestimate 
thoir giving. Many good poople get por- 
suaded that it is “give, give, give,” all the 
timo, wherons their snm total for the year 
is not so very large. 

‘The seat-ront systom makes too much 
distinction betweon our so-called ordinary 
royonuo and beneyolonce, hore is no 
more beneyolonce in my people supporting 
Dr. Mackay in Formona than in their sup: 
porting their own pastor. Both’ works nro

(1) No man knowa what his neighbor 
gives. Tho amounts are not pnblished. 
Asn matter of fact, Ido not know who 
gives most or who gives least. Of courso 
tho secretary's books are open to mo, but 
in two years I haye not oneo seen them. 
Tt is wull to provoke each other to love and 
good works, but if wo oan get the lovoand 
good works witbout the mutual provoca- 
tion, so much tha better.

$18 ofarrenra iti a collection of $8,000. 
When we colleoved seat rents the arrears 
would have beew $400 to $000. Tt is easy 
to give each week. We de not want ao 
month's or year’s contribution in advance. 
It is weekly offe ring. 

(4) It makes #. church: of fre coats to all 
pructical intents and purposes. When the 
system was introduced the members re- 
tained the seats of which they: were then 
in possession. But to illustrate: A 
stranger comes to thechurch and wishes 
to get a pow or sitting. Ho is shown 
every vacant soat, and makes his selection 
without any referonce to the amount of his 
contribution, in faot the seat is neually as- 
signed before we know payiping about the 
stranger's power or willingness to give. 
No man can say that he is not able to pay 
for a seat in church. 

Ono objection has been brought ugainst 
this system, viz., that it closes tho door 
against special efforts in response to spe- 
cial appeals. This objection has some 
force in it, but regular giving for the sup- 
port of the Gospol at home and abroad 
need not hinder tho special effort of the 
thank-offering from individuals, In Ere- 
kine Church the revenue from this system 
has boon only 66 por cent of the total 
income of the church. The other sources 
of incorae aro the collections for the poor 
at the communion table, the Ladios’ 
Dorcas Socioty, the Thanksgiving-day 
collection, and special subseriptions, as 
to College, building fund, ete. 

It migat bo added, that whon we com- 
menced this system the children gaye in 
thoir contributions along with the rest of 
the congregation, but it lias beon thought 
bost in faturo to lot tho jwrenilo mission- 
ary society koop its funds mpart from the 
general collection. ,

‘Tho present time is perhaps distinguish- 
ed aboye any other as a period richly 
fraught with events indicative of universal 
progress. Among the changes increasing 
this tendency to perfection nono is of 


ment in educational circlos. 

Formerly the Universities, and other 
educating bodies, alone exercised a direct 
influence on either elementary or advanced 
education ; now, through the medium of 
examinations,Government acts directly on 
the one and indirectly on the other. 

Examinations are of two kinds—tho com- 
petitive, a test of amount, and the qualify- 
ing, a standard of capacity. At first, this 
means was adopted as a more proof of in- 
struction and diligence, but in its develop- 
ment it has grown to bea controlling 
power to both teacher and pupil. 

At Cambridge where the eternal fresh-

tions. At first, these were in tho form of

Werrible Experience in 4 Snow Storm, | 


A short time ago Mr. Duncan McMachen 
lighthouse keeper at Thunder Bay, accom- 
panied by ao friend left the village of 
Thunder Bay to cross on the ico to Silver 
Islot, Another sleigh with seyen men left

AGRICULTURAL MATTERS. 


CAUSE AND CURE OF HARD CHURNING. 

A complaint comes to hand of having to 
churn six or seven hours, though the cows 
get, besides the best of hay, “beets shorts 
and plenty of salt." The smaller the fat 
globules, of which cream is composed, the 
more difficult they are to churn. As a 
tule, they grow less as distance from the 
time of calving increases. At this time 
most cows have been a long time in milk, 
and are fed mostly on dry feed, and are 
often losing flesh, and perhaps pinched 
with the cold all of whieh tend to diminish 
the size of the fat globules and make them 
hard to churn. If some oatmeal, or some 
food rich in fat, were feed with th» beets 
in place of shorts, it would improve the 
churning. All such food tends to make 
larger globules than shorts. But the 
churning eould be made very much easier 
without change of feed, simply by setting 
the milk as it comes from the cows on the 
stove, over a kettle of boiling water till it 
rises to 140° or 160 degrees—till the 
wrinkles on it move pretty rapidly over 
ite surfaco—and then setting it away in 
the milk room, not so deep but that it will 
coolto the temperature of the room in 
from twolye to fifteen hours. This will 
“not only make the chiirnmig easier, but 
will givetho butter a higher celor and 
flayor and more of itthan if the milk hed 
not been heated. Another reason for 
prolonged churning often occurs in the 
winter from keeping the cream toolong. 
Where the milk and cream are kept at 
about 60°, the churning is best done 
from two to two and a half days from the 
time of milking ; but at this time of the 
yoar it is often kept till it is a week or 
moro old, and by this time it becomes so 
sour and slippery that the churn has but 


little effect upon it,and it must be operated | 


the longer to make it come, If the cream 
is kept so cold as to stop or retard change 
it must be kept a longer time, but then, 
unless excluded from the air, it is liable to 
get bitter and injure the butter. The better 

olicy is, in the great majority of private 

airies, to keep the milk and cream at a 
moe‘ium temperature and to churn often 
while the cream is fresh. It should not 
bo later than tho first spree of acidity, 
and just before souring, is better both for 
tho butter and the churning.—Prof. L, B. 
Arnold. 

KEEPING EGGS FRESH, 

A poultry fancier writes : The common 
mode of keeping eggs amongst farmors is 
either to pack them in straw,sawdust,chaff, 
oats or bran, none of whieh ways will koe 
thom fresh any length of time, as they wi 
perspire, You must find some method 
that will entirely close the pores of the 
egg, and keep them closed. My plan was 
simple and not at all expensive; I melted 
together tallow and mutton fat, then took 
wing feathers of the fowl and groased 
every egg, being careful to replace them 
in the samo position as at first, and keep 
them inadry and dark place. By this 
method you can, atany time, sell to the 
grocer or private family fresh eggs, as they 
do not lose their flavor or weight.

Another Disestrous Defeat Sustained 
by the British, 


General Colley Among the Killed. 


. Mounr Purasant, Natal, Feb. 27,—Gen 
Colley, with six companies, took possession 
of Spitzkop, a position to the left of Laing's 
Nek. Tring has been heard all the morn- 
ing. 

Newoastte, Natal, eb. 27.—A severe 
engagement to-day between the Boers and 
Colley’s force, and the latter were driven 
from their position at Spitzkop. There 
was great loss to both sides. Many Bri- 
tish officers are killed and wounded. 

A later telegram from Colloy's camp 
says that all tho wounded coming in agree 
in reporting that Colley has been killed 
and only 100 British escaped, The Boers 
charged up hill four times, and were about 
to retreat when the British were forced to 
retire because the reserve ammunition had 
not been taken to the extreme summit. 

Lonpon, Feb 27., Midnight.—Colley, in 
a despatch sent previous to the engage- 
ment to-day, says:—We ocsupied the 
Majela Mountain on Saturday night. It 
immediately overlooks the Boers’ position. 
The Boers are fighting us from below.” In 
a later telegram he says:—‘'The Boers 
are still firing heavily on the hill, but have 
broken their laager, and begun to move 
away.” The War Office has received the 
following from Col. Bond, commanding at 
Mount Prospect: Gen Colley, with 22 offi- 
cors and 627 mon, consisting of infantry and 
the naval brigade, preceeded on Saturday 
night to occupy the Majela mountain.

ANOTHER HOLOCAUST, 
Seventeen boys Burned in an Orphanage, 


OREBAT EXCITEMENT OVER THE EVENT, 


Scranton, Pa., Feb, 27.—The Catholic 
orphanage at Hydo Park was burned to- 
night. Fifteen children have been taken 
out dead, and two others aro missing. Tho 
building was occupied by lho Sisters of 
Charity, under whose charge wero forty 
children, aged from six to twelve. ‘The 
boys and girls occupied separate dormitor- 
ios on tho third floor. At lulf-past cight 
this ovoning ono of the sisters oscorted the 
children to their rooms and locked the 
doors for tho night, Sho then started to 
descend the stairs. When she roach 
ed the second floor sho discoyered smoke 
issuing from ono of the rooms, Opening 
the door she was driven back by a cloud 
of smoke. fire was raging along the ceil 
ing and making its way to the upper floor. 
The sister darted up-stairs and found the 
girl's room fullofsmoke. She took the 
girls to thelower floor and started for the 
boys’ dormitory. The smoke was pouring 
into the hallway in blinding clouds, When 
half way up the sister meta stranger, 
attempted to pass, but hoe refused to allow 
her, saying the boys had been rescued, and it 
would be dangerous for her to go farther. 
She reluctantly” went back. An alarm, 
given soon after the fire broke out, brought 
four fire companis. The flames were rag- 
ing fiercely when the firemen got to work. 
They were informed of the belief that 
there were some children still in the build- 
ing, and they made every effort to reach 
the upper floor. In a short time the 
flames wore beaten back, the door of the 
dormitory opened, and seventeen victims 
found beneath the cots. Only two were 
touched by fire. All had evidently been 
dead for some time.

deor attacked the huntross, killing her and 
devouring her body. ‘Tho girl had ovident- 
ly made a heroic defonce. An, examipa~ 
tion of the carcasses of the six bears in tho 
cnbin showed that sho must have killed 
two of thom before being overpowered. 
Tho carcass of ono bear bad fallen against 
the closed door and imprisoned them all 
within the cabin, whieh took fire and 
burned the otberg to death: In the cabin 
was found one of the huntress's hoavy 
boots with tho foot still in it, a bent hunt- 
ing knife noar tho bones, and the antlers 
of tho deor she had brought home, which 
with the carcasses of the bears furnished a 
complete key to the mystery. Hor fun 
oral took place on Wednesday the 9th. 

At lost 800 people were present at the 
funeral, and tho old preacher, William 
Budwick, preached the sermon, relating 
the story of her death aad extolling her 
bravery and virtuo to tho skies.

A WELL FULL OF MURDERED 
WOMEN. 

London Telegrapk.—Cairo has recently 
beon plunged into profound consternation 
by the discovery of an appalling crime— 
or rather series of crimes—perpetrated in 
that city by a religious recluse, ‘Sheik Ha- 
munda Berda, hithorto enjoying e high 
reputation for sanctity, and even popularly 
credited with supernatural powers of ex- 
traordinary officacioustiess in the way of 
curing female pena by holy spells, im- 
parted to him by the prophet. Women 
were wont to make pilgrimages from all 
parig of Lower Egypt to the house of this 
supposed saint, in der to solicit Aljah on 
their behalf. 

About three weeks ago tho wile of an 
Egyptian officer betook herself to the 
shiekh,s residence for this purpose. When, 
howevor, sevora} hoyrs had elapsed with- 
ont anything having beon hoard or seen of 
her since she ontored Hamuda’s doors, her 
busband applied tc the Cairo page for 
assistance to disover her whereabouts, and 
a rigid search was forthwith instituted 
in the holy man's domicile. To the horror 
ef the unfortunate officer, his wife's body 
was foand, with severul other temale corp- 
ses, thrust into a huge cistern standing in 
the shiok’s garden. This cistern, in fact, 
was brimful of murdered women. 

Hamnga Berda, was arrested on the 
spot and conyeyed to prison, subsequently 
confessed to tho oadi that it had been his 
practise for some time past, whenever con- 
sulted by a female possessed of rich jowls 
or. other portable properly of value, to 
invite his visitor to take a turn with him 
{n the garden, where he would then pro- 
ceed to strangle her, despoil her remains 
and fling them into his cistern. Egyptian 
justice has probably by this time maie an 
example of this saintly personage by hang- 
ing hum up in front of his own house door,
